RUSSIA—POLAND:. 
H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw (Mr. A. P. Murray) states, in his 
report for 1905, that although difficulties are 
Lamp Burners. made by the local excise authorities in granting 
permission to persons desirous of making use of 
denatured spirits, the consumption of this commodity is constantly 
increasing, especially for lamps. ‘The burners for these lamps are 
imported from Germany and cost retail from dr. 50 c. (7s. 6d.) 
upwards. Mr. Murray thinks there might possibly be an opening 
for British firms in this connection, more especially as it has now 
been decided by the State Council to withdraw the restrictions 
now in force on the sale of denaturated spirits. 


As regards the trade in agricultural machinery, Mr. Murray 

Aesteniarel remarks that the breaking up of large estates 

Machiner into small lots in Poland has had a depressing 

y effect during the year 1905. ‘The peasants are 

prepared to spend all they have in the purchase of the smallest 

piece of land, but have no money left over wherewith to buy 

machinery for its cultivation, and so adhere to the more primitive 
methods of agriculture.

The importation, however, of agricultural machinery from 
Germany is steadily on the increase, especially in the case of 
ploughs. Those of British make, although held in high esteem 
on account of their reliabity, are not in much request, being 
considered too heavy, too expensive and not adapted to the soil. 
American and German manufacturers make special ploughs for 
Poland, and send agents to the country for the purpose of 
studying local requirements and varying the pattern of their 
implements accordingly. 


Germany also sends large numbers of grinders and cultivators, 
whilst the United States, who come second in imports of agri- 
cultural machinery in general, supply reapers, hay rakes, mowers 
and spring-tooth harrows, the latter in considerable quantities. 
British made chaff-cutters are almost exclusively used. 


With regard to machinery in general, Mr. Murray says that no 
new machinery is being put down nor is there 
any immediate probability of any extensions 
until the Jabour question is nearer settlement. 
When that happens, however, there will probably be a good time 
for makers of spinning machinery, as the demand for yarns has 
got beyond production, and sooner or later more spinning 
machinery will have to be imported.

Belting for factories is, according to Mr. Murray, chiefly imported 
from the United Kingdom, though Germany is 
Leather Belting. trying hard to secure this trade. There are 
belting works at both Warsaw and Radom, 
but their belting is of inferior quality and cannot compete with 
that imported.

Commissions.—Voluntary addition upon entry.—Non-dutiable 
items of commissions, if voluntarily added to the vaiue of the 
merchandise by the importer in making his entry, become part of 
the dutiable value, under section 7 of the Customs Administrative 
Act. 

Measurement of lumber.—‘* Board measure” is. a_ standard 
measure used in the lumber trade, and by it boards of less 
than 1 inch in thickness are measured as though they were 
1 inch thick. In ascertaining the number of board feet in lumber 
one-fifth of an inch in thickness, each superficial foot thereof is to 
be reckoned as 1 foot board measure. 

Embroidery cotton.—So-called ‘60 5-ply cotton thread,” used 
chiefly for embroidering by machine, and wound in the “ uni- 
versal” manner of winding to adapt it for convenient machine use, 
is dutiable under paragraph 303 of the Tariff as “ embroidery 
cotton.” 

Olive oil_—The gauve of olive oil in tins, bottles, jars, &c., is to 
be ascertained by measuring the receptacles containing such olive 
oil, an allowance being made for the thickness of the tin or other 
material composing the containers; and if the same be apparently 
full, duty is to be assessed upon the capacity of said containers.

The Cuban “ Gaceta Oficial” for the 26th February contains a 
circular classifying firearms, for the purposes of 
importation and sale, as follows :— 

(1) Arms, short and long, the calibre of 
which does not exceed 22 or 55 m.m.; 
(2) Arms, long, the calibre of which exceeds 22; (3) Revolvers, 
calibre 44, and automatic pistols; (4) Revolvers, calibre 32 
and 38; (5) Shot-guns. 


Firearms included in classes 1, 4, and 5, may be imported with- 
out previous authorisation. Those included in classes 2 and 3 may 
be imported only with the special permission of the President of 
Cuba, for which application must be made to the Secretaria de 
Grobernacion.

PERU (LORETO PROVINCE). 


With reference to the notice at p. 81 of the “ Board of Trade 
é : Journal” for the 14th January, 1904, respecting 
Tariff Alterations +14 Customs Tariff for the cedar ot 
wane t of Loreto, the Board of T'rade have now received, 
re oar through the Foreign Office, a translation of a 
_— Peruvian Law, dated 27th January, 1906, 
modifying the Tariff in question. The substance of the Law, 
which is to come into force 120 days after promulgation, is as 
follows :— 

Article 1.—In the Custom-houses of the Department of Loreto, 
the articles comprised in Section 7* of the Customs Tariff, are to 
pay an import duty of 15 per cent. on the valuations stated therein 
(instead of 10 per cent. as previously). 

Article 2.—The following are to be admitted free of duty :— 
Live cattle; vessels, steam or other, put together or not, and 
naval stores; coal; tools and machinery of all kinds for agri- 
culture and industry ; rails and accessories, and all rolling stock 
for railways ; coined gold; books and school requisites; furnaces 
for industrial use; copper stills for rectifying; pans of iron or 
copper weighing more than 46 kilogs. ; cups and other appliances 
used exclusively for the collection ot rubber. 





* This Section includes articles of food, oils, soap, and other groceries. 
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Article 3.—All other merchandise memset shall pay 30 per 
cent. on the valuation stated in the Tariff, except gold and silver 
jewellery set with precious stones, and unset precious stones, 
which shall pay 3 per cent.; gold and silver manufactures, which 
shall pay 10 per cent.; and wooden matches, which shall pay the 
specific import and consumption duties fixed by the Tariff. 

Article 4.—All rubber exported through the same Custom 
houses, whatever its class or quality, shall pay a duty of 20 
centavos per kilog. (gross weight), or 24 centavos (net weight) 
when not packed in cases.

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


CEYLON. 


With reference to the particulars published in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 16th February, 1905, p. 324, 
Thorianite. respecting the mineral resources of Ceylon and 
the discovery of a new mineral (thorianite), 
the report on the Colony, lately issued by the Colonial Office, 
states that with a view to encouraging further search for this 
valuable mineral a notice was published giving particulars as to 
its value, and also stating the places where thorianite and thorite 
had been found. Intending prospectors were informed that the 
Government would for three years undertake to levy no royalty 
on this: mineral, except in the case of extraction from Crown lands, 
where the permission to wash will be by agreement on liberal 
terms. 

There is a large area, including all the Province of Sabara- 
gamuwa and part of the Central, Western, and Southern Provinces, 
where the mineral may be looked for. The report adds that 
search is now being made in many localities, but it is not possible 


to say at present how far a regular supply can be anticipated.

RUSSIA—POLAND. 


H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw (Mr. A. P. Murray) reports that 
the prospects for the future of the jute industry 

Jute Industry. of Poland are not at all favourable, as not only 
have manufacturers been obliged to concede 

higher wages and shorter hours to the workpeople, but the duty 
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Yarns and Textiles. 





on raw jute was raised by about 10 per cent. from Ist March, thus 
enabling the cheap linen sacks manufactured in the north of 
Russia to compete better with jute sacks. 

In spite of strikes, all factories were fully employed last year, 
some, indeed, working overtime, and there was a slight increase 
in the importation of looms from Scotland. Looms can be made 
in Russia or imported from Hamburg for about half the price of a 
Scotch loom, but manufacturers as a rule prefer to pay 50/. for a 
Dundee loom delivered in the country, as it stands work better, 
and so comes cheaper in the end. 

Jute fabrics, such as linoleum, were formerly imported, but 
Poland is now able to supply the market with home-made goods. 

There are about 1,000 looms and 10,000 spindles in the three 
Polish jute factories. The reason that the number of spindles is 
so small as compared with the number of looms is that the spindle 
hands work in shifts for longer hours.

H.M. Consul at Buenos Ayres (Mr. A. C. Ross, C.B.) has for- 
Sedenhinat warded the following samples, viz.:—(1) 

, Fy Cott ginned cotton from the Benites Colony, Resis- 
Bec feces _ a tencia, Argentine Chaco; (2) three bobbins of 
Knitted Material, Cotom yarn spun from such cotton; and (8) 

’- three samples of knitted material made from 
the same. These samples were supplied by a Buenos Ayres firm, 
who own the plantation where the cotton was grown, and also the 
mills where the raw material was ginned, spun, dyed, and woven. 

The cotton is brought into Buenos Ayres with the seed in it. 
The firm referred to, about three months ago, established a spin- 
ning mill with 6,000.spindles. This has proved quite successful, 
and if a sufficient supply of cotton be assured, the spindles are to 
be increased to 20,000. 

Considerable difficulty has been experienced with the labour, 
almost all of which had to be imported. It has been found 
necessary to employ artificial moisture in the mills, and to this 
the workpeople object. 

There is a large demand for yarns, and all that is made is sold 
without any difficulty. There is a very large consumption of this 
sort of knitted material shown by the patterns for the manufacture 
of underwear for both sexes. 

As far as Mr. Ross is aware, the mill referred to above is the 
only spinning mill in the country which works up native material 
on any scale.

With reference to the particulars published on p. 505 of the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 15th March, 
respecting agricultural shows in _ certain 
European countries, the British Commercial 
Agent in Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) reports, on the authority of 
the ‘Commercial and Industrial Gazette” (St. Petersburg), 
that agricultural shows are to be held this summer at Yamburg 
and Luga (both near St. Petersburg) on the initiative of the local 
Agricultural Societies. The ‘‘ Gazette” further states that the 
Ministry of Agriculture has authorised altogether 106 shows to 
be held this year, against 172 authorised last year. Of these 106 
shows, 33 are agricultural in general, 36 poultry, 46 livestock 
and one agricultural. The “ Gazette” adds that itis impossible to 
say how many of these shows that have been authorised will be 
held. 

As regards South Russia, the cattle show (which includes also 
agricultural machinery and appliances), stated to be held annually | 
at Elisavetgrad, wili not be held, Mr. Cooke says, this year in 
consequence of the general decline of local agricultural and indus- 
trial activity due to the condition of the country.

SPAIN. 

According to the “ Bulletin” of the French Chamber of Commerce 
at Barcelona, the Society for the encouragement 
Development of of sericulture in Spain has published its fourth 
merlonleare. annual report. Good results have arisen from 
its work, which includes the distribution of young mulberry plants 
and the encouragement of silk-worm rearing by the distribution of 
carefully selected eggs. Recently it supplied 11,000 three-year-old 
mulberry plants. In 1905 the society succeeded in selling to the 
silk syndicate the whole of the yield of cocoons at better prices 
than in the previous year, and this proved a great inducement to 

agriculturists to embark in the industry.

In his report for the year 1905, H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw 

ae (Mr. A. P. Murray) gives some particulars of 

yp ag an entirely new industry recently established 

in the Russian Empire, and one worthy of 

general attention, viz., the manufacture of artificial food for cattle. 

The decline of Russian cattle farming, says Mr. Murray, is 

generally admitted to be chiefly due to the insufficiency and in- 
ferior quality of food-stuffs. 

Manufactories of cattle food in the United Kingdom, France and 
Germany employ large quantities of Russian molasses for purposes 
of their production, and a considerable amount made of Russian 
raw material is sent back to Russia in the form of cattle food. 
The richer class of stock owners, who are the chief purchasers, 
have to pay the cost of transport, duty and agency fees, in addi- 
tion to the high price of the food. 

Under these circumstances, special interest must be attached to 
the first artificial cattle food factory in the Empire, just started 
near Warsaw by an Austro-Polish company, which is, therefore, 
the pioneer of an industry capable of great expansion in Russia.

As molasses will be principally used in the manufacture of the 
special food made by this factory, there will be no difficulty in 
obtaining material from the local sugar refineries. 

The price of the food made in this factory is at present high, but 
the directors explain that it will vary in accordance w ith the 
market price of the dearer ingredients, as for instance bran ; and 
that a poud (36 lbs.) will always be from 15 to 20 copecks (4d. or 
5d.) cheaper than the same weight of oats. (Foreign Office, Annual

The British Commercial Agent in Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) has 
Trade Conditions forwarded extracts from the ‘Commercial 
at Harbin and 204 Industrial Gazette” of St. Petersburg with 
' respect to trade and industrial conditions at 
Viadivostok. Harbin and Vladivostok, from which it appears 
that the evacuation of the former town by the troops has caused a 
rapid decline in trade and an exodus on the part of merchants, 
to Vladivostok. At that port considerable numbers of steamers 
are waiting their turn to discharge, the main part of the cargoes 
being of Japanese origin. New Japanese shops are being opened 
daily in the town. Owing to the scarcity of railway rolling stock, 
traders will, in the Spring, find it more convenient to direct some of 
their cargoes to Nikolaievsk-on-Amour, and thence by steamer 

vid Habarovsk along the Amour and Sungari.

SWITZERLAND. 


H.M. Minister in Switzerland (Sir G. F. Bonham, Bart.) reports 
that the National Council have passed a resolu- 
Utilisation tion by a large majority, which will doubtless, 
of Water Power. 2° time goes on, exercise a far-reaching in- 

fluence on the financial and industrial situation 
in Switzerland. Hitherto the country has depended for fuel for 
manufacturing purposes on coal imported from Germany, France, 
or Belgium, but the new measure now passed will not only prevent 
the neighbouring States from deriving advantage from Swiss water }, 
power, but will doubtless lead to Switzerland developing the enor- 
mous resources of power stored up in its mountain streams and 
rivers, and rendering itself practically independent of fuel supplied 
from abroad. 

‘By the terms of the resolution, the diversion of electric power 
derived from hydraulic pressure, is made subject to the authorisa- 
tion of the Federal Council under reservation of rights already 
granted by existing International Treaties. 

The Federal Council grants permissions if the force is not 
employed in Switzerland, and if no Swiss interest is injuriously 
affected ; permissions cannot, however, be granted for a period 
exceeding 20 years, but they are renewable. 

A term of three years is fixed for the duration of this decree, 
subject, however, to renewal by thé Federal Chambers, and it is to 
be enforced immediately on account of its urgent character. 

Sir G. Bonham says that it will, however, be necessary to 
provide an additional article for the Constitution confirming the 
action embodied in the resolution, and presumably further defining 
the policy which will be pursued with regard to this question.

insurances and the reason of the chief conditions, together with 
a Chinese memorandum—not a translation—of the usual con- 
ditions endorsed on policies; and I forwarded copy of the 
Chinese despatch and its enclosure to the local insurance 
agents. The Taotai has undertaken to have a_ notification 
embodying the memorandum issued by the native Chamber 
of Commerce, and the insurance agents are pleased to have their 
clients prevented from pleading ignorance of the terms of their 
contracts.”

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 


TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withail available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—T'he Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &c. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., Xe. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 

The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
1st January, 19038. The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10am.to5p.m. Special arrangements may be made for 
the visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 

roducts will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 

roblems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘lhe “ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, Hast Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
